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Council hails arrival of new bus service 
- but residents say tickets are too pricey 


A NEW bus service in Ely has 
been criticised by passengers 
as being too expensive. 

The new Norfolk Green service, 
called Absolutely, was introduced 
in the city on Monday by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
and Cambridgeshire County 
Council. 

It has been partly funded by an 
£800,000 contribution from Sainsbury’s 
and has an initial three-year contract. 

But although residents have 
welcomed it, they insist the fares 
should be cheaper for adults - and free 
for children. 

Adult fares are £1.50 for a single one¬ 
way ticket, £2 for an all-day ticket and 
£8 for a weekly ticket. 

Tickets for under-16s are £1 for one¬ 
way, £1.60 for an all-day fare and £6 for 
a weekly ticket, and for passengers 
aged 16 to 19, the fares are £1.20, £1.80 
and £7 respectively. 

Steve Criswell, the county council’s 
cabinet member for community 
infrastructure, says the service will 
“make a real difference” in Ely. 

But mum-of-two Jess Miller, of Cam 
Drive, Ely, said: “Obviously any new 
bus service in the city is good news as 
the public transport here is so poor but 
the prices are far too expensive. I have 
two children and I believe that kids 
should go free. 

“Surely the council wants to 
encourage as many families as possible 
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to use the bus and leave their cars at 
home? The only way that will happen is 
if children go free as otherwise it is 
cheaper to take your car.” 

Gavin Hennessey, of Beresford Road, 
said: “The cost is way too high and 
should be around 50p or 75p each way 
for adults and free for kids. Unless the 
fares are reduced, I doubt many new 
people will use the service.” 

The service has two orbital routes 
linking the housing estates on the 
outskirts of Ely with the city centre and 
the new Sainsbury’s store in Lisle Lane. 

One loop is via Cam Drive and the 
other is via Beresford Road, providing 
an hourly service and giving a half 
hourly service to Market Street and 
Lisle Lane. 

There is also a stop at the end of 
Broad Street to take people close to the 
railway station and the service will run 
from approximately 7am to 7pm, six 
days a week. 

Councillor Criswell said: “The new 
service shows how developers’ 
contributions can make a real 
difference to communities and I’m 
sure this will be of great benefit to Ely 
residents.” 

Cllr Peter Moakes, district council 
leader, added: “It is fantastic to launch 
a new bus service which will meet the 
needs of our residents. We hope this 
service will be valued and well used.”

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Dead man’s home raided 


A BURGLAR who raided the 
home of a dead man has been 
jailed. 

Paul Giddens, of Nene Road, 
Ely, was given a three-year 
sentence for two burglaries 
which he carried out last year - 
one in Soham and one in Ely. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard Giddens, 51, raided a flat 
in Churchgate Street, Soham, 
between January 30 and 31 last 
year, less than a fortnight after 
the owner had died. 

Giddens was arrested on 
February 16 last year. He 
initially denied the offence but 
changed his plea to guilty. 

He was bailed for sentencing, 


but 10 days later he committed 
a second burglary in Ely with 
Michael McEvoy, 46. 

Giddens entered the house 
while McEvoy waited outside 
before they both escaped with 
the possessions. 

McEvoy, of no fixed address, 
appeared in court with Giddens 
on February 6, having earlier 
admitted burglary and 
attempted burglary. 

The court heard McEvoy 
committed another burglary 
the day after the Soham break- 
in and was caught in the house 
by police. McEvoy was jailed for 
21 months for each offence, to 
run concurrently. 


Big freeze hits bin crews 


RUBBISH collections across 
East Cambridgeshire were 
disrupted again last week due to 
the snow and ice. 

The district council said the 
conditions were too bad for 
Veolia, its contracted waste 
operator, to complete 
collections in all areas of the 
district. 

The council said refuse not 
picked up from Monday, 
February 6 to Wednesday, 
February 8 should have been 


dealt with on the next due 
collection day. 

Collections not completed on 
Thursday, February 9 and 
Friday, February 10 should have 
then been made on Monday, 
February 13. 

Dave White, the council’s 
waste leader, said: “It has been 
very difficult for heavy vehicles 
and crews to operate on streets 
and roads which were icy or 
covered in snow

A ROUNDABOUT in Ely has 
at last been opened - more 
than five years after it was 
built. 

The move ends the long wait by 
community leaders concerning 
the facility at the end of King’s 
Avenue. 

It was built by Barratt North¬ 
ampton as part of the major 
housing scheme which was 
completed almost six years ago. 

But the roundabout has been 
out of action because Barratt had 
not handed it over to 
Cambridgeshire County Council. 

Cllr Nick Clarke, county council 
leader, said the opening was 
thanks to a “flexible and practical 
approach” from the authority, 
Barratt and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

He said: “I am delighted this 
road is now open. All it took was 
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for the three parties to get together 
and solve it. My thanks to 
everyone concerned.” 

The news comes just a fortnight 
after community leaders voiced 
fears that congestion in Ely would 
become even worse if the 
roundabout remained closed 
when Sainsbury’s opened in Lisle 
Lane. 

Residents, including Ely mayor 
John Yates called on the councils 
and Barratt to find a solution 
before the store began trading, 
which it was set to do yesterday. 

Cllr Yates said: “This is great 
news, although I don’t think it’s 
fair to make people wait like they 
have. 

“Traffic already is an issue in 
and around Broad Street and the 


city centre. There is no doubt that 
Sainsbury’s will attract more 
vehicles, including delivery lorries. 

“Now these deliveries and many 
motorists can get to and from the 
store without having to clog up 
Ely’s busy streets.” 

The roundabout will also enable 
motorists to get to the A10 without 
having to drive through the centre 
of the city. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council leader Peter Moakes said: 
“This is good news for Ely - good 
for residents, good for business 
and good for the free flow of traffic 
through the city. 

“It will enable drivers to cross 
Ely without having to go through 
the central streets and will offer far 
better access to the A10 bypass.” 

A spokeswoman for Barratt 
confirmed the roundabout had 
now opened. 


Mother and son face theft charges totalling £6,700 


A MOTHER and son 
charged with stealing 
thousands of pounds 
will be dealt with by a 
judge. 

Joan Ballard, 58, and 
Anthony Morwood, 28, 
are jointly accused of

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Pensioners hurt in 
three-vehicle crash

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TWO pensioners suff¬ 
ered serious injuries 
when they were in¬ 
volved in a three- 
vehicle collision. 

Emergency services atten¬ 
ded crash in Witcham Toll at 
the junction with the A142. 

The pile-up happened at 
about 7.35am on Tuesday and 
involved two cars and a van, 
all three of which veered off 
the road. The van ended up 
on its roof. 

It was the driver and 
passenger in one of the cars, 
who are both aged 72 and 
believed to be a married 


couple, who suffered the 
worst injuries. 

A spokeswoman for the 
East Anglian Air Ambulance 
said: “The collision involved 
three cars. 

“We treated two patients, a 
72-year-old man and a 72- 


year-old woman, who we 
believe to be married. We 
believe the man was driving 
and the female was in the 
passenger seat. 

“The man sustained the 
most serious injuries, 
including a suspected frac¬ 


tured right arm, a fractured 
right lower leg and a possible 
dislocated hip. 

“The woman suffered a 
serious chest injury. 

“Both patients received 
pain relief at the scene and 
were sedated before being 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital by land ambulance. 

“Both patients are in a 
serious but stable and non¬ 
life-threatening condition.” 

The driver of the other car 
and the van were both 
uninjured, according to the 
air ambulance and police. 

The accident left the A142 
closed in both directions and 
motorists were forced to find 
alternative routes. 



Woman tells jury of 
churchyard ‘sex attack’ 


AN alleged rape victim told 
police how she tried to kick her 
attacker away but “he was just 
too strong”. 

A jury heard that the woman 
had spent the evening of 
October 30, 2010, with friends 
including Michael Nunn, and 
following a trip to a newsagent’s 
in Littleport he allegedly raped 
her in St George’s Church 
graveyard. 

Nunn, a father-of-two, denies 
a charge of rape. 

The Cambridge Crown Court 
jury watched video footage of a 
police interview in which the 
woman described how she had 
seen Nunn, someone she knew 
through mutual friends, at the 
start of the evening when she 
went to The Crown Inn, 
Littleport. 

They had chatted before he 
offered to walk to the One Stop 
shop, on Wisbech Road, with 
her and asked for her mobile 
number, which she gave him 
before she went to a friend’s 
house nearby. 

The woman spent the 
evening drinking and chatting 
with friends at the house before 
receiving a call from Nunn and 
invited him round to join them. 

After hours of the group of 
friends chatting the woman 


said Nunn asked her to go to 
the store with him again for 
beer at around 6am. 

When asked if they had 
“physical contact” on the way 
to the store she said there was 
none. However, on the way 
back, she said Nunn hugged 
her and she “gave him a hug 
back” but thought nothing of it. 

She alleges that Nunn, of 
Allen Road, Ely, then undid her 
trousers and pulled them and 
her underwear down before 
raping her on the ground. 

The alleged victim told the 
interviewers that she had said: 
“I kept telling him no.” 

When asked how many times 
she had told him ‘no’, she 
replied: “I don’t know how 
many times but I didn’t say 
anything else apart from ‘stop’ 
and ‘no’.” 

She explained that she tried 
shoving him away but said “he 
was just too strong”. 

The 30-year-old is then 
alleged to have picked her up 
by the arms and shoved her 
against the church wall 
attempting to rape her again 
while she was kicking him and 
shouting ‘no’. 

She said he then gave in and 
she fled to her friend’s house. 

■ The trial continues.

A VILLAGE primary school is 
being urged to make “signif¬ 
icant improvements” after 
being rated as inadequate by 
Ofsted inspectors. 

Downham Feoffees Primary 
School in Little Downham has 
been given a notice to 
improve after the school was 
visited last month. 

They rated the school’s 
quality of teaching, the 
achievement of pupils and 
pupils’ safety and behaviour 
as ‘satisfactory’ but the 
school’s leadership and 


management, and overall 
effectiveness was marked as 
‘inadequate’. 

In their report, inspectors 
said: “The school provides an 
acceptable standard of 
education for its pupils but 
leaders and managers have 
not made sufficiently rapid 
improvements since the 
previous inspection. 

“Efforts to raise the quality 
of teaching to good have not 
been effective enough. 

“This is because the 
monitoring of teaching is too 


general and does not focus 
sharply on key areas for 
improvement in order to 
speed up pupils’ progress and 
raise attainment.” 

School head Sue Coppo- 
laro, the governers and tea¬ 
chers are being urged to raise 
pupils’ attainment and acc¬ 
elerate their progress in 
English and maths. 

Inspectors are also urging 
them to improve the “rigour 
and purpose” of the quality of 
teaching and to establish 
more strategies to reach set 


targets. 

Inspectors said the school 
provides an “acceptable 
standard of education” for its 
pupils and said pupils are 
“polite and feel safe at 
school”. 

They added: “Pupils say 
they are happy at school and 
their attendance is above 
average.” 

The school will now be 
served with the formal notice 
and closely monitored by 
Ofsted to ensure that 
improvements are made.

Campaigners celebrate 
Facebook climbdown 

A CAMPAIGN urging social net¬ 
working giant Facebook to correct a 
geographical blunder has paid off. 

More than 2,300 people had joined the ‘Ely 
is in Cambridgeshire not Norfolk - Get it 
changed’ campaign. 

Up until recently, Facebook had listed Ely - 
renowned for its magnificent cathedral and 
rich heritage and history - as in Norfolk 
instead of Cambridgeshire. 

When Facebook members from the Ely area 
went to list the city they were from, the only 
options they were given was Ely in Norfolk or 
Ely in Cardiff. As a result, people from Ely in 
Cambridgeshire, were forced to say they were 
from a non-existent Ely. 

Now, after years of protesting, the 
geographical error has been rectified. 

However, Ely’s surrounding villages are still 
listed as in Norfolk. Residents hope the error 
will be rectified soon. 

One user, Mary Ann Swanson, wrote: 
“Aaahhhh, I feel so at home.” 

Another, Helen Maynard, said: “Fab news. At 
last, at last.” 

Facebook administrators altered the settings 
without notifying anyone but people were 
quick to realise that a change had been made 

The campaign administrator wrote: “Guys, 
success!!!! Your hometowns should now say 
Ely, Cambridgeshire!!! Hurrah!!! Pat yourselves 
on the back and be proud, its obviously all 
down to us!!!” 

Some protestors, including traditional eel 
catcher Peter Carter, have even called for Ely 
to be listed in the Isle of Ely on the site. 

Nobody from Facebook was available to 
comment.

A public exhibition of the plans 
is being held at The Pavilion in 
Fountain Lane, Soham, on 
Thursday, February 23 from 
10am-8pm. 

Once the formal planning 
application has been submitted, 
further public consultation will be 
held. Discussions are also in hand 
for a primary school to be built in 
Littleport.

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard last Friday that tones, of

indecent images of girls aged 
between five and 16. Police also 
discovered he had been using 
chat forums. 

Nicola Tolbert, mitigating, 
said by being on the 
chatrooms, tones was creating 
a “fantasy and bravado” for 
himself, but never acted on his 
thoughts. 

He had previously pleaded 
guilty to three charges of 
possessing indecent images of 
children at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court in December last 
year, tones was given a three- 
year community order and put 
on a sex offenders’ programme.

OUTDOOR clothing and cam¬ 
ping specialist Millets has shut 
its doors in Ely. 

The end came at the weekend - just 
days after staff revealed they had been 
told the shop, in Market Place, could 
close. 

Two full-time and three part-time staff 
have been affected although Blacks 
Outdoor Retail Ltd, which owns Millets, 
said it was hopeful they could be 
transferred to other outlets. 

Fashion chain Peacocks, in The 
Cloisters, could also close. Two Ticks 
watch sellers and The Little Sweet Shop, 
both in High Street Passage, recently shut 
due to financial pressures. Lollipop 
Animations, also in High Street Passage, 
still stands empty. 

Despite the closures, a study published 
by the Local Data Company think tank 
shows that Ely has the fifth-lowest shop 
vacancy rate in the East of England. It 
says just four per cent of the city’s shops 
are closed. The national average is 14.3 
per cent. 

Andrew Olley, a spokesman for the Ely 
Traders’ Association, described the 
figures as “very good news”. 

However, he fears the situation will 
“drastically change” if East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council introduces 
car parking charges and continues to 
support out-of-town development. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, said: 
“While we know some shops have 
unfortunately closed in the last few 
weeks, we have already had calls to our 
economic development team enquiring 
after these vacant units. 

“While these figures are encouraging 
we must be mindful of the situation 
which many retailers are currently 
facing. 

“We know how important it is to 
ensure we foster the conditions to allow 
businesses to grow and this will remain 
our focus.”

Negative impact

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Serial burglar was 
caught by a victim 


A PROLIFIC burglar who 
raided more than 20 homes 
has been jailed after being 
caught by one of his 
victims. 

Stephen Neal, 25, had entered a 
home in St Mary’s Street, Ely, on 
November 19 when the occupant 
returned. 

Neal, of High Barns, Ely, fled but 
the victim chased him and caught 
him after he ran down a dead end. 

He initially claimed he had 
been hiding from people to whom 
he owed money but later pleaded 
guilty to burglary. 

Neal admitted stealing to feed 
his drug habit and appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
Monday and asked for a further 18 
house burglaries, two attempted 
break-ins and two business

burglaries to be taken into 
consideration. He was jailed for 
two years and five months. 

Ely’s chief inspector Russ 
Waterston said: “Neal has been a 
prolific offender and brought 
misery to many victims in the Ely 
area. 

“The victim in the latest break- 
in showed great courage in 
chasing after him to ensure he 
was caught and ultimately 


brought to justice.” 

It was in fuly 2010 that Neal, 
who was 23 at the time, was also 
caught having sex in the grounds 
of Ely Cathedral in broad daylight. 

Horrified families dialled 999 
and police found him romping 
with a woman on one of the 
lawns. 

He was fined £130 by magis¬ 
trates and ordered to pay £105 
court costs for the offence. 

Detective Chief Inspector Andy 
Gipp said: “Neal caused 
significant damage to a small 
community over a period of time. 

“While we understand the 
reason behind his offending, such 
criminality is not acceptable and 
we will use every tactic available 
to us to target such offenders and 
bring them before the courts.”

starts jail 
sentence

A MAN who attacked 
four women on New 
Year’s Eve before cutting 
his own throat has been 
jailed. 

Paul Green, 35, became 
angry when his girlfriend at 
the time received a text he did 
not approve of. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court heard how Green, of 
Bakers Corner, Ely, dragged 
her to the floor and kicked 
her. 

She escaped from him and 
ran to a neighbour’s house, 
but he caught up with her, 
split her lip and caused a 
serious injury to her nose. 

He also grabbed one of 
three other women by her hair 
and throat. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said: “Police arrived at the 
scene to find Green had cut 
his own throat and he later 
required stitches to his neck.” 

Magistrates jailed Green for 
18 months for the four 
assaults. 

On release, he will also be 
made subject to a restraining 
order banning him from his 
ex-girlfriend’s address in 
Sutton, or contacting any of 
the female victims in any way. 

In November last year, 
magistrates also made Green 
subject to a two-year ASBO

after he admitted knocking on 
doors and conning people out 
of money. 

Brian Tully, anti-social 
behaviour co-ordinator for 
East Cambridgeshire, said: 
“Green would knock on doors, 
mainly in Ely, but in other 
places in Cambridgeshire too, 
and say his wife was ill and he 
needed to take her to hospital 
but had run out of petrol and 
money. 

“He would then ask to 
borrow some money.” 

On his release, the ASBO 
will also ban him from 
approaching any person, 
known or unknown, to beg or 
make false representation to 
obtain money or goods. 

Anyone who sees Green 
breaching the order should 
call police on 101 or Crime- 
stoppers, anonymously, on 
0800 555 111. 


Witness appeal after

PLANS to allow women 
to become bishops have 
moved a step closer - 
and have been wel¬ 
comed by the Bishop of 
Ely. 

The bishop, Rt Revd Ste¬ 
phen Conway, said he is 
hopeful that the ordination of 
women bishops will soon be 
permitted in the Church of 
England. 

Last Wednesday night, the

Church of England’s General 
Synod voted in favour of ord¬ 
aining women as bishops. 

The move was backed by the 
archbishops of Canterbury 
and York and was a huge blow 
to Anglo-Catholic and con¬ 
servative evangelical wings. 

Bishop Stephen said he 
hoped the vote would be a 


major step forward in 
accepting women into the 
episcopacy, almost 20 years 
after the ordination of the first 
female priests. 

He said: “We had a good 
debate. People of all sides of 
the issue were able to say 
courteously what they felt 
about the issue.” 

He said draft legislation had 
gone to all dioceses across the 
country, and had then come 
back to the synod for debate. 


He said: “The general tenor 
of the meeting was that, after a 
few slight changes to the 
legislation, what all dioceses 
had voted on will go ahead.” 

The bishop paid tribute to 
the work of women priests 
across the Diocese of Ely who, 
with their male colleagues, 
were doing “a fine job in many 
communities”. 

He said: “I see the ordin¬ 
ation of women as something 
which follows on from where 


we now are. On the whole, 
around the country, it seems 
that we should now proceed 
towards women bishops, and 
that we should stay as one 
family of the church.” 

Parishes and dioceses have 
already showed strong support 
for ordaining women as 
bishops but some trad¬ 
itionalists do not accept the 
arrangements on theological 
grounds and say they would 
be forced to leave the Church.

DOG mess has grown 
into such an issue in 
Littleport that a 
campaign has been 
launched to tackle it. 

For months, villagers have 
been urging irresponsible dog 
owners to pick up after their 
pooches, insisting that their 
streets are being turned into a 
health and safety hazard. 

But still there are many pet 
owners who are leaving their 
dog’s faeces lying around. 

Now East Cambridgeshire 
District Council is joining 
forces with residents in a bid 
to stamp out the problem. 

Dave White, the council’s 
waste boss, said: “Dog fouling 
is socially unacceptable which 
is why we need to tackle it 
now. In Littleport, we are 
working together with local 
residents who feel that their 
lives are blighted by the 
actions of others. 

“In conjunction with local 
people we will be stepping up 
patrols. We are also encour¬ 
aging anyone who sees dog 
walkers not clearing up after 
their pets to get in touch with 
us, and provide details of the 
person responsible and where 
and when the fouling is 
happening.” 

The fine for failing to pick 
up dog mess is a £50 fixed 
penalty, which can rise to 
£1,000 for persistent offenders. 

Dog faeces contains a 
number of bacteria including 
Campylobacter and salmonella 
as well as infections caused by

the roundworm toxocara 
canis. It can also cause 
blindness. 

Mum-of-two Jo Oxley, from 
Littleport, is among mothers 
urging dog owners to be more 
responsible. 

She said: “We are sick of 
having to scrub our children’s 
shoes and buggies because 
they are covered in dog poo. 

“We find ourselves zig¬ 
zagging in our streets to avoid 
all the faeces and it’s just not 
acceptable. 

“If you have a dog it is your 
responsibility to pick up after 
it. All you need is a plastic bag 
or a nappy bag - there really is 
no excuse.” 

Mr White said dog owners 
across the region need to clean 
up after their dogs. 

He said: “With more than 
200 dog bins around the 
district there is little excuse for 
anyone not to pick up their 
dog’s waste. 

“Bagged dog waste can also 
be deposited in litter bins 
where there is no dog bin 
available. 

“It is one of the most 
obvious examples of anti¬ 
social behaviour that can 
blight our lives and damage 
people’s health.”

Pool contract 
Is up for grabs 



CONTRACTORS are being 
sought to take over the 
management of Ely’s swim¬ 
ming pool. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is looking for “experienced 
and qualified” contractors to 
“improve the efficiency and 
effectiveness” of Paradise Pool. 

The pool is currently managed 
by Leisure Connection Ltd, based 
in Bedford. 

The pool and its facilities have 
been at the centre on controversy 
with users for years, who insist the 
pool is unhygienic. 

However, district council bosses 
insist they are seeking new 
contractors because their seven- 
year contract with Leisure 
Connection is due to expire this 
year. 

A council spokesman said: “This 
tender is due to the end of the 
current seven-year contract with 
Leisure Connection. 

“This is not something which 
can just be renewed. 

“As a local authority we are 
required to go out to the market 
place to ensure we get the best deal 
for the council tax-payers of East 


Cambridgeshire.” 

In a council statement, the 
authority says: “East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council wishes 
to improve the efficiency and 
effectiveness of the management 
service for the Paradise Swimming 
Pool, and is now seeking bids from 
suitably experienced and qualified 
contractors to operate the delivery 
of the service and maintenance of 
the facility. 

“The facility is located in the 
thriving market town of Ely, and 
includes a 25m x 8m swimming 
pool, 19m x 11.5m beached leisure 
pool, cafeteria and function/ 
meeting room." 


The Weekly News has recently 
reported how families have 
boycotted the pool, complaining 
about mould around the pool, a 
smell of urine and clumps of hair 
littering floors in changing rooms. 

The pool has also been closed in 
the past due to boiler problems. 

A spokeswoman for Leisure 
Connection insists hygiene 
standards at the pool are “high” 
and said the company would not 
comment on the council seeking 
new contractors while the process 
was ongoing. 

Interested parties have until 
noon on February 29 to contact the 
council. 


Bus firm's boss scotches open-top rumours 


AN open-top sight¬ 
seeing bus has been 
spotted cruising around 
Ely has led to rumours 
that passengers could 
soon driving past the 
city’s sights.

He said: “The City 
Sightseeing bus, which 
people have seen dri¬ 
ving in Ely, is an old 
vehicle which is being 
used to transport dri¬ 


vers from our depot in 
Witchford into the city 
centre when they need 
to get onto other buses. 

“That’s why there are 
never any passengers 
on it. There are no 
plans to bring the tours 
to Ely.”

Something for the weekend

The UK’s third-most performed 
playwright - official! - tells The 
Guide why his darkly comic 
Weekend Breaks is “perfect 
for Cambridge” 


W INE, wit and the charms of 
Whitby come together in 
John Godber’s dark comedy, 
Weekend Breaks, playing at Cambridge 
Arts Theatre this week. 

Martin Dawson is a promising 
academic and aspiring film writer. 
Married into TV royalty, a recent 
extra-marital fling has left him trying 
to patch things up with his wife and 
his disapproving working-class 
parents. 

They decide to take a holiday in the 
Lake District and as Martin 
rediscovers his roots, he also finds out 
what it really means to love your 
parents even when, just sometimes, 
you want to kill them! 

One of the nation’s leading comic 
playwrights, Godber has penned more 
than 50 plays and TV series, and has 
won a BAFTA. Here’s what he had to 
say: 

■ Hi John. Tell us about Weekend 
Breaks - where did the idea for the 
play and the characters come from? 

It’s based on aspects of my own life. 
It’s actually perfect for a university 
town like Cambridge as it’s about a 
highly educated individual 
becoming a stand-up comedian and 
the rift it causes on the domestic 
front. 


■ They say the class system is dead, 
but in Weekend Breaks there is a sense 
of a clash of classes. Do you feel it is 
still prevalent? How do you think it 
affects people and relationships today? 
I think it’s massively prevalent and 
getting more pronounced. The 
differences between the ‘haves’ and 
‘have-nots’ is wider now than ever. I 
do think however that it’s no longer 
predicated solely on money. It used 
to be about labour power whereas 


now it seems to be a ‘buy-in’ 
lifestyle. It costs at least £9k to send 
one child to university, for many 
that’s not even an option. 

■ Do you think audiences will be able 
to relate to Martin’s relationships with 
his parents? How would you describe 
their family dynamic? 

There are the educational 
differences, generational differences 
and differences of expectation and 
ambition. These are mainly driven 


by the 1944 Education Act which 
encouraged families to educate their 
kids away from their poor 
backgrounds. It would be a mistake, 
however, to say that the chasm is 
purely about class, there are 
differences that happen in all 
relationships. 

■ Out of more than 50 plays and 
screenplays, which would you 
consider your greatest achievement 
and why? 


Saving a theatre company from 
bankruptcy and delivering a £15 
million theatre. 

My biggest achievement is the body 
of work that contributed to that, 
without which it never would have 
happened. 

■ What was it about Hull Truck 
Theatre Company which attracted you 
at a time when theatre in Hull was 
struggling? 

The opportunity to write plays for 
an audience of non-traditional 
theatregoers, which as artistic 
director is what I was brought in to 
do. 

■ What are you working on at the 
moment? Any more plays in creation? 

I’m writing a play for a co¬ 
production between my company, 
The John Godber Company, 
Theatre Royal Wakefield and The 
Stephen Joseph Theatre, 
Scarborough. 

The play is called Found and it will 
premiere at the Stephen Joseph 
Theatre in June. It marries up with 
a play called Lost by my wife, Jane 
Thornton. 

■ Finally, what do you want 
audiences to take from Weekend 
Breaks ? 

It’s not for me to say, it’s like a rich 
curry, the audience will take what 
they want from it. It’s a play not a 
message service. 

It can be funny, touching, moving or 
enlightening.

The big film 


EXTREMELY LOUD AND 
INCREDIBLY CLOSE 
certificate 12A, 129m 

PUBLISHED in 2005, Jonathan Safran 
Foer’s second novel revisited the 
deadliest act of terrorism committed on 
American soil through the eyes of a 
nine-year-old boy. 

Soon after, British director Stephen 
Daldry began the slow process of 
bringing Foer’s haunting story to the 
big screen, aware of the sensitive touch 
required to adapt this powerful material. 

The box office cache of co-stars 
Tom Hanks and Sandra Bullock should 
woo mainstream audiences to a gently 
paced film that conjures chilling 
memories of the Twin Towers shrouded 
in smoke. 

Indeed, the film opens with the 
blurred image of a man falling through 
the air against the backdrop of a blue 
sky filled with the flutter of discarded 
paper. 

We quickly realise this could be one 
of the many people who jumped from 
the buildings that fateful September 
morning. 

Oskar Schell (Thomas Horn) 
remembers well the day when he lost 
his beloved father Thomas (Tom 
Hanks), shattering the happy home of 
his mother Linda (Sandra Bullock). 


The boy suffers from Asperger’s- 
like symptoms and he carries a 
tambourine, which soothes him in 
times of stress. 

When his father was alive they used 
to play a scavenger hunt game called 
Reconnaissance Expedition, which 
involved looking for clues throughout 
New York City. An old key found in a 
smashed vase sparks Oskar’s 
imagination and the youngster 
becomes convinced that Thomas had 
left him a clue from beyond the grave. 

A late-night encounter with the 
mute, elderly man (Max von Sydow), 
who rents a room in his grandmother’s 
apartment, provides Oskar with an 
unlikely accomplice for the search. 

Their odyssey criss-crosses the 
boroughs including a memorable visit 
to despondent wife Abbey Black (Viola 


Davis), who tells the boy that finding 
the lock that key fits would be a 
miracle. 

Extremely Loud And Incredibly 
Close is anchored by a mesmerising 
performance from newcomer Horn, 
who is the emotional heart of the piece. 
The scene in which he argues with his 
mother and snaps “I wish it were you in 
the building instead of him” is deeply 
upsetting. 

Hanks is glimpsed in flashback and 
Bullock impresses in her few scenes, 
but von Sydow dominates all of his 
scenes, conveying heartbreaking 
emotion through his eyes and gestures. 

The resolution to Oskar’s search 
feels contrived, almost preposterous, 
but the excellent casting and flashes of 
Daldry’s directorial brio counterbalance 
our incredulity.

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Pride of our alley

U RBAN alleyways in 
this country have 
often been seen as 
threatening places - dark, 
lined with brick walls or 
fences, with no colour and 
plenty of possibilities for 
crime. 

Yet in certain areas green¬ 
fingered residents have made their 
alleyways a sight to behold, filled 
with plants which create a riot of 
colour and a heart-warming 
atmosphere, as far away from 
graffiti-land as you can get. 

The RHS is now calling on 
communities to transform 
unsightly, neglected alleyways 
into green havens, championing 
the findings of a recent RHS 
report that shows the significant 
impact this sort of revival has on 
communities. 

A survey of 231 gardening 
groups found neglected areas 
were often problematic because of 
crime and fear of crime. Disused 
alleyways were a particular 



concern because they’re a perfect 
access route for burglars. 

Many councils run schemes to 
gate off problem alleyways and 
the impact this has had on crime 
has been significant in cities like 
Cardiff, Bristol and Manchester. 

According to the RHS report, 
in one Manchester street, 50 
properties backed on to a four¬ 
way passage and were prone to 
burglary. It was gated off and 
residents planted it up, turning 
what was once a crime-ridden 
area into a flourishing community 
haven where residents hold events 
and children play. 

“A lot of groups that have 
renovated disused spaces like 
alleyways which have been prone 
to vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour have reported that 
vandals sometimes continue but

this is extremely short-lived,” says 
Stephanie Eynon, RHS 
community horticulture manager. 

“If they steal planters, write 
graffiti or whatever, they soon 
notice that the planters are put 
back and the graffiti is removed - 
not by the council, but by 
residents. These once disused 
areas become looked-after, used, 
lived-in, part of the community 
and vandals are put off by the fact 
there is a strong community 
presence. 

“Groups report that vandals 
don’t return. Whether it’s through 
fear of being watched, the fact 
that there are people physically 
now in these areas is off-putting 
to them.” 

The RHS It’s Your 
Neighbourhood campaign, part of 
Britain in Bloom, is offering 


advice on planting up neglected 
spaces like alleyways and also 
providing information on funding. 
There are already more than 1,000 
registered IYN groups. To set up a 
new group or join an existing one, 
go to www.rhs.org.uk/ 
communities. 

RHS Young Designer 2011 
finalists Owen Morgan and 
Alexandra Froggatt, who will 
demonstrate how to regenerate an 
alleyway through planting at the 
RHS London Plant and Design 
Show on February 14 and 15, 
offer the following tips: 

■ A derelict alleyway can be 
taken on as a community project. 
Even on a shoestring budget, 
bright colours and simple raised 
beds can transform an area 
quickly. Be creative - recycled 
items will add an interesting 
dynamic to any design. 

■ Green walling is an instant 
effect and can vastly increase your 
planting options and available 
area for planting in a limited 
space. Green wall systems lend 
themselves to the growing of 
ferns which are well suited to a 
damp, shaded alleyway wall. 

There are plenty of products on 
the market that utilise pockets or 
pouches with in-built irrigation 
systems. 

■ With green wall technology the 
potential for vertical allotments is 
beginning to be realised. An 
alleyway could be taken on by the 
community and be transferred 



into a vertical allotment. In urban 
areas this would help towards the 
lack of available allotment space. 

■ Take into account practical 
considerations. Speak to 
neighbours before embarking on 
any structural work. Take into 
consideration the Party Wall Act 
and contact a surveyor if in any 
doubt. 

■ Most alleyways require some 
degree of access. A good design 
should include a clear flat access 
path wide enough for wheelie 
bins, disabled access or buggies. 

■ Many alleyways will have a 
concrete-lined base and will 
therefore be unsuitable for 
conventional planting. Pots, 
planters and troughs are an ideal 
way of creating a strong design 
identity to the space while 
providing plenty of opportunity 
for planting. 


■ Climbers on funky trellis will 
also add vertical interest. 
Climbing hydrangeas are self- 
clinging and highly shade- 
tolerant. 

■ Use hanging planters to break 
up long sections of wall. 

■ The majority of alleyways are 
shady so experiment with shade 
tolerant plants such as ferns, 
hakonechloa and hostas. 

■ A few large specimens will 
have strong impact in a small 
space so add bamboo or hardy 
palms. 

■ Box is shade tolerant so try 
adding some topiary balls or 
cones for year-round elegance. 

■ Brighten up dark and dingy 
areas by adding bold-coloured 
pots. White will act to lift and 
lighten the area. Paint the walls to 
make a bold statement, but make 
sure you have permission first.

sales - went for over 6 
per cent more in 2011 
than in 2010, but the 
price of vehicles aged 
over 10 years fell by an 
average of 6 per cent.

Holgate beats the freeze on his ultra run 
down by the side of the River Thames 


CRAIG Holgate, of Ely Runners, took 
part in the Thames Trot, billed by its 
organisers as the UK’s biggest 50-mile 
ultra running race. 

The route follows the Thames Path 
National Trail from Oxford to 
Henley-on-Thames and is 
predominantly off road. 

Essentially, it was the second half of a 
100-mile route that Holgate will tackle 
in a months time, so the race was 
ideal to scout out the route he would 
be doing in the dark and also perfect 
for a long training run. 

The race started at 8.30am with the 
temperature around -9C with the 
Thames frozen.

The course was only 48 miles instead 
of the 50, but Holgate was happy to 
run under six hours (5hr 56min) 
without having to dig too deep. 

■ Ely Runners’ members Emma 
Greaves and Miranda Paul braved the 
icy conditions to take part in the 
Moonlight Challenge, a 32.75-mile 
night race at Chislet, Kent. 


The event took in five laps of a 
6.55-mile figure of eight course, a 
combination of farm track and Tarmac 
around farmland and the village with 
the course being marked out with 
glow sticks.
